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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Benjamin. 

Benjamin discloses a pedal scooter having wheels 9 and 36, pedals 37-38, cranks 30- 
31 with rollers 40, chain /gear drive as shown in figure 9, and pedal sliding slots 46. 
As to claim 3, the backward direction is an arbitrary direction and therefore is 
considered to be met by Benjamin. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Benjamin 
in view of Geschwender. 

5. In view of the Geschwender flanges 81 B, it would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art to provide the Benjamin pedals with vertical flanges for safety 
purposes. 
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6. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Benjamin in view of Mertesdorf. 

7. Mertesdorf discloses an exercycle and teaches the use of intermediate 
sprockets (unlabeled) which interconnect the cranks to the resistance wheel and for 
effecting a gear ratio change. In view of this teaching, it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art to utilize an reduction gear system in the Benjamin device for 
effecting a gear ration change. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 10-31-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

It is not necessary that Benjamin expressly state that the gears 26 and 29 are 
"rotating direction transmitting gears". Clearly they are gears which rotate in a 
direction and transmit forces. 

The backward direction is arbitrary. The claim does not state CCW or CW 
directions. There is nothing in claim 3 which limits the backward direction to a 
certain CW or CCW direction. 

Depending upon one's perspective, a crank can be driven backwards during the 
bottom half of the pedal's cycle or during the top half of the pedal's cycle. 
As to claim 2, Benjamin actually provides a vertical foot-slipping protect flange 
49 which meets the claim limitation; Geschwender merely teaches extending the 
flange completely forward.

As to claims 4-5, the argued limitation "direct meshing of he gears" is absent from 
the claims.
